35. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 30. wherein characters corresponding to the 
called party telephone number are associated with the location in the electronic document. 
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36. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35. wherein the characters are bolded and 
underlined in the electronic document. 

37. (Previously P«»ented) The me*od of claim 35, wherein to eharacters are portrayed in 
me elecwmic document in . difleren, color to o*er surrounding characters not associated with 
the location in the electronic document. 
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
